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basic research, but specifically 
in the field of FAEs. 

The contract- states: "The 
. goal of the research is to proper- 
ly assess the effects associated 
with a Fuel Air Explosive 
device^" The Contract refers to 
the need for Canadian expertise 
in the "fundamental 
' background" of FAEs.- 

According to the contract, 
the Defence Research Establish- 
ment in Suf field, Alberta was, 
at that time,, developing ex- 
perimental facilities for FAE 
testing. 

Knystautus told the Daily 
that he drafts his own grant pro- 
posals. 

But when asked if he 
recognised this contract, he said 
"I don't remember." 

The principle of FAEs was 
first studied during World War 
II but according to the 
Stockholm Institute (1979), "it 
was only during the past decade 
. that the technical problems of 
dispersing and detonating the 
gas at the right moment were 
solved. There is considerable 
room for future development. " 

Both Knystautas and Lee say 
the practical applications of

Asked about scientists' social respon- 
sibility, Bates said, "Nobody in our 
society can dismiss the social implica- 
tions of what they do. I don't think a 
scientist in search of knowledge can be 
any less responsible than a businessman 
in quest of profit." 

"Research cannot simply proceed 
because it is research," he says. 

Lee says "who . sponsors it (the 
research) is immaterial." He said com- 
bustion research has a wide spectrum of 
applications as much as it has military 
applications. 

"If you buy a knife, you can use it to 
kill people, or you can use jt as a tool," 



he says. ' 

"It's like the discovery of fire, says 
Knystautas."Now we can cook but we 
can also napalm people into shrivels." 

Prior to the DND project, Dr. Lee did 
"detonation research" at McGill for the 
United States Air Force for over ten 
years. 

From 1972 to 1981 (the years when the 
technical problems of FAEs were being 
ironed out), Dr. Lee received a total of 
$535,781 in grants from the USAF to 
conduct experimental work on the 
"Fundamental Mechanisms of Diverg- 
ing Detonation Waves and Combustion 
Dynamics of Detonation Lasers." 

He defends his involvement with the 
U.S. military, saying, "If you knew the 
mathematics you were researching could 
be used to calculate the trajectories of a 
missile, would you stop researching 
those basic mathematics?" 

Lee claims he knows nothing about 
FAEs, 

David Jeffrey, a mechanical engineer- 
ing professor and a member of the 
McGill Employees for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment spoke to the Daily on the subject 
of "pure science". 

"Every scientist must deal with the 
military presence in some way. I deal 
with it by working in an industry fairly 
distant from the military world. Others 
deal with it by labelling their work 'pure 
science' and disregarding the applica- 
tions of that work," he said. 



FAEs:'inhumane' anti- 
personnel weapon 

rivals atomic explosion 

Fuel air munitions were developed for use toward the end of the war 
in Vietnam. 

According to the authoritative 1978 book Arsenal of Democracy by 
Tom Gervais, "this new type of air munition uses highly volatile fuels, 
including ethylene oxide, propylene oxide, meththlacetylehe, propa- 
diene, propane and butane, to produce an explosive rather than incen- 
diary effect. 

"Released into the air they form a highly combustible cloud that, 
on detonation, produces more than five times the energy of its 
equivalent weight in TNT." 

Gervais adds that FAE weapons "are a formidable anti-personnel 
weapon, producing blast overpressures that cause lethal concussion." 

The potential of these weapons is illustrated effectively by a descrip- 
tion of a particular FAE used by the US military called the BLU-82B 
15,000-pound bomb. . 

"It produces an explosion of a size and intensity that observers have 
described as 'the closest thing to a nuclear bomb.' Producing blast 
overpressures in excess of lOOOpounds per square inch, it literally 
shears off trees and other obstructions at ground level. 

"The only way to understand the force of concussion it brings to 
bear on the human body is to picture a man being hit by a baseball bat 
at full length, and then to imagine him hit by that kind of force at 
every exposed portion of his body simultaneously." 

It is lor this reason the Stockholm International Peace Research In- 
stitute (SIPR1) have classified FAE weapons as "inhumane and in- 
discriminate weapons," and in 1979, attempted to negotiate a ban on 
their production and use. 
In its 1980 yearbook, SIPRI said: 

"It is a moot point whether FAEs can be described as 'asphyxiating 
or deleterious gases' in the.sense of the Hague Declaration. 

"They asphyxiate by physical rather than chemical means. For the 
victim, the effects are similar whether the lungs are burst, or corroded 
by chemicals, as during World War I." 

After a special United Nations conference in Geneva in Sept., 1979, 
SIPRI wrote, "...cause for disappointment is that no restriction was 
placed on Fuel-Air Explosives."

SASKATOON(CUP) - The 
University of .Saskatchewan 
hopes to boost the number of 
native nurses in Canada by set- 
ting up a nursing centre special- 
ly designed for native students. 

U of S nursing dean Una Rid- 
dley says the university wants to 
improve health care amoung 
Canada's native peoples and en- 
courage natives to take up the 
nursing profession. 

The proposed budget for the 
native nursing centre, slated for 
opening.in the summer of 1985, 
is about $130,000. The money 
will likely come -from Health 
and Welfare Canada and the 
Donner Foundation. 

"Two of the most expehsivre 
aspects of the program are 
counselling costs and a large 
recruiting activity needed across 
Canada to identify candidates 
for the centre," said Riddley. 
"The counselling will combat 
what would be called a high 
dropout rate due in large part to 
the change in cultural milieu for 
many of the students."
